"vearly one hundred. 
Ho. far not more 


than twenty-two or three bodies have

recovered There aro

many missing—ths number being placed 
at not less than sixty or seventy. Tho 
register being burned it is impossible to 
ascertain with exactness how many are 
still buried in tho smouldering ruins. 


After such a calamity as this, when 


men, women and children aro roasted to 
death in the dark hours of the nighr, tho 
question is revived as to how our large 
hotels cau bo made sator places of 
lodging for tho traveling public. The law 
demands that there shall be proper fire 
escapes in hotels, but tho law iu that re- 
gard is very little respected. It is toino- 
times difficult to determine what aro 
proper fire escapes, but tho bost known 
appliance is tho common ropo securely 
fastened near the windows of the outer 
bedrooms, and long enough to reach tho 
grouud.

Joseph Kletr, tho 
hero, live dttys later died, after undergoing: the 
intonscst agony." 


It is but-/just to add, as explanatory, 


that I:the vast tracts of virgin country'-'so 
common on'American railways," in this 
instance are to be found in the great 
State of New Jersey, the train in ques- 
tion making a trip .from New York to 
Philadelphia, a distance of ninety miles. 
The "loud explosion in tho engine fire," 
which so neatly "blew the driver and; 
•fireman over the tender" and accurately 
landed them on "the balcony of the first' 
car," was supposed to have been caused 
by the giving way of a steam pipe. But 
the Telegrairti knows exactly what it i 
talking about, and goes on to say 
"American .locomotives, it should be e.x 
plained, are fed with logs of green wood 
and these explosions are not infrequent.' 
The explosive qualities of green logs ii 
America have long been a source of in 
vestigation to scientists. Only last week 
one of these deadly green logs c.xplodec 
in the firepan of a locomotive at Chi- 
cago, and the wreck of the machine 
didn't come down for four hours, neces- 
sitating the employment of another loco- 
motive to take out the evening express. 
Another case in point was when one of 
these logs floating down the- river at St. 
Louis, exploded when opposite Caronde* 
let, disabling fourteen steamboats and 
killing all the fish between Rock Island 
and Cairo. Green logs are not only ex- 
plosive, but are exceedingly inflamniable 
also. In the case in hand the Telegraph 
gravely informs its readers that "leaping 
flame caught the inflammable load on the 
tender." 
Yes, American green logs are 


employed in all first-class hotels to start 
the fire with; the only objection being 
their liability to blow up. All danger 
'rom this source has, however, been hap- 
pily avoided by lining our furnaces with 
six-inch iteel plating, while the chimney 
flues are made of boiler iron. Beyond 
the recurring detonations, resembling 
somewhat, but louder, a sixty-ton Ann- 
strong gun, there is nothing noticeable 
in the employment of the green logs. 
For some forty years past experiments 
have been made at our navy yards with

Marriages; in; Mexico. 


Marriages are arranged hero'much the 


same as they are in1''Europe''arid, the 
United States. The • gentleman'• some- 
times manages to got introduced'into the 
family, and is acknowledged ns the 
"novio" of the young lady by the father 
and mother,, even before th'ere is any 
formal engagement; but it is rather diffi- 
cult to visit with'• assiduity a' Mexican 
house until after the. engagement, and 
even then the visits are paid in the 
presence of the entire family.1 It is gen- 
erally a person of influence who acts as 
an ambassador in 'asking the hand of the 
young lady. Engagements are of long 
duration in Mexico, and very often come 
to nothing. First, the civil marriage 
takes place, which is followed by a 
breakfast, dinner or ball at the house of 
the "novia," and a few days afterward 
the religious ceremony is performed, to 
•which' a great number of persons are in- 
vited, and at which 'the ladies attend 
dressed entirely in black, with a hand- 
some silk, satii^or velvet toilet and a 
black lace mantilla. 
To dress in black 


at a wedding in another country would 
be considered a bad omen, but here it is 
de ''rigcur.". There are no bridesmaids 
here; only one "m.idrina," who may be 
married or single, but who is generally 
married, and a "padrino." The number 
of witnesses required is three, and the 
bride is given away, as in tho United 
States. In Mexico the regular white 
wedding dress with orange (lowers is 
always worn, and the bridegroom has to 
provide it,-as-also a number of othe_r 
handsome dresses, jewels, etc. Immedi- 
ately a'fter'the ceremony the newly-mar- 
ried couple go to a photographic gallery 
and hdvo-their-'portraits 'taken in their 
bridal attire. ' Marriages take place here 
very early in-the morning, and always in 
church, as it is not permitted to perform 
the nuptial ceremony in the house. A 
breakfast is <*iven by the family of the 
bride, and afterward the bride' and bride- 
groom lenve for some estate, or for their 
own house, which is prepared some time 
before. The trousseau is sometimes pro- 
vided entirely by the bridegroom, But 
generally the family give the under- 
clothes and some of the simple dresses.—

An Ostrich's Nest 


After .paring, the ostrich begins to 


make his nest. It is tho male alone that 
performs this duty. 
To' do this_ it sq.ua.ta 


upon- the .ground, and, balancing itself 
dpon'its.-Eternum, it scratches up the earth 
with its legs and throws the sand behind 
it. When it has-dug out enough on one 
side to suit it, it turns around and be- 
^ina.to'dig on another side,1.and-.con- 
tinues thig operation until it has made a 
hole largo enough for it'to sit in comfort- 
ably. This nest is elliptical in shape, 
and is about twenty-five meters deep, one 
meter wide, and one-and-a-half meters 
long. A few days after tha nest is finished 
the female begins to lay one egg on every 
alternate • day for eig'hteen or twenty- 
days. She then rests for a while, which 
time varies from four to ten days, and 
then begins to lay more. A pair of 
ostriches yield forty eggs. This is only 
the minimum number, which is alwayi 
reached. It is not unusual for a well-fed, 
well-kept pair to yield fifty and sixty 


53. The eggs are placed so as to leave 


no space between them. They are sat 
upon at first for several hours each day, 
and finally altogether. 
The male and 


the female brood alternately. At night 
tho male is always on the nest, as it 
possesses greater warmth than the female. 
When the birds relieve each other on the 
nest the new-comer turns over each egg, 
in order that the portion which ha* lain 
against the nest shall receive the warmth 
iif the brooder. These birds perform 
their duties with tho greatest ikiU, with- 
out any noise or breakage of th« eggs. 
They squat down and with their head 
and neck rake up and overturn every one 
of the eggs, one after the other, without 
leglecting a single one. The incubation 
asts forty-five days on an average, some- 
times fifty days but never continues be- 
^ond that. When the chicklings batch 
iUt they can ;bc heard trying to break the 
shell of the egg. Sometimes they 'succeed 
n doing so, but usually tho fathqr breaks 
he egg under his breast bone, (tnd seiz- 
ug with his bill the. inside skin tears it 
and frees the chickling. 
Upon first 


eaching the air the chickling remains 
imp and weak. But tho Iwarmth of the 
>arents soon revives it, and a few hours 
ifterward it begins to run about the nest, 
ixercising its long legs, tottling over at 
:aeh step, and recommencing again ita 
tumbling journey. Pour days after. 
.heir hatching tho chicklings begin to 
iat. They run after insects and swajlow 
mall pebbles. The father and mother 
lo not help their little ones find food.

How Mr. Cotrell RccoTcretl His Stolen

hnll House Fire. 


Mr. Orange Williams, who was one of 


the guests of the Newhall house, Mil- 
waukee, at the time of the fire, arrived 
home in this city last evening, in a some- 
what crippled condition, being! severely 
burned on the hands. Mr. Williams oc- 
cupied a room';in tho ill-fated 'hotel, on 
tho fourth floor, Broadway iront, and was 
awakened by the smoke and heat m his 
room. When fully awakened, he realized 
tho danger he was in, and went to the 
window; there was'no means ot escape 
here; the hall was full ot flame and 
smoke; ho again appeared at the window, 
the distance to the ground was so great" 
that he considered it instant death to 
jump; at this moment some one from the 
outside directed him to a fire escape, but 
he could not 
reach 
it, 
and gave 


himself up as lost. He concluded to make 
a desperate attempt to save himself, and 
started on his hands and knees through 
the hall-way for the tire escape He kept 
close to the wall, and to make sure of his 
right course, ha was compelled frequently 
to feel of the wall, aud in doing this he 
burned his hands in a frightful maoner. 
Tbe fire escape was finally readied, and 
ho deconded to the office, upon reaching 
which, ho was exhausted, and having 
nothing npoa his person but his night 
clothes, ajstrong man toot Mm upon his 
back and carried him to the "express office 
where he was cared for. Mr. Williams 
says that ou his way through the hall 
way he passed over several dead bodies1 


who had been suffocated in tho smoke. Mr. 
Williams, of late years, has traveled ex- 
tensively in different parts of the United 
States, and, until within a very short time 
ago, had always carried a fire-escape rope 
in his hand-satchel; buc thinking that 
was a useless piece of property to load 
himself with, ho threw it away. 
He was 


forcibly reminded ot this rope, when 
groping his way through the fire and 
smoke of the Nowhall house, and re- 
solved that hereafter ho would keep it in 
his room. The house for which Mr. Wil- 
liams is traveling, upon hearing that he 
was injured, immediately dispatched a 
man from St. Louis to take care of him. 
and so telegraphed Mrs. Williams in this 
city. In a conversation with Mr. Williams, 
this morning, in replying to a question as 
to his experience in the ill-fated Newhall 
on the morning of the. fire, he replied 
substantially as follows:

I jumped out of bed, rushed 
into the hall and attempted to reach the 
stairs, but the heat was so intense that 
I could not co farther, so I returned to 
my room and got outside of the window 
and let the window down to keep back 
the hot air a»d smoke, believing that all 
would soon bo over with me. I knew 
that it was soon to bo death either by 
cremation or by dashing to the pavement 
90 feet below, and bad chosen tho latter. It 
was a terrible position to hang up there, 
and know that very soon I must be 
launched into eternity away from friends 
so do dear to me on earth.

A Terrible Scene of Poverty, SnffVr- 


ing and Want Iu This City. 


This forenoon, in company with City 


Marshal Hpgan, Superintendent of the 
•Poor Atwood and Postmaster Patterson, 
we visited the little brick honae next 
north of the Janesville cotton factory on 
"Kiver street, for the purpose of carrying 
thither some provisions which had been 
procured by Superintendent Atwood, for 
the families of Russians who aro Jiving in 
this house."' Marshal Hogan intimated to 
uslthat wo might seo something in the 
way of poverty and want, that we had 
never seen before. Ou arriving at the 
above house, each of us took an' armful 
ot provisions and entered the house. To 
say that we were surprised, is too 
mild; we, that is, all ot us, were sickened 
at the ' sight. 
In that - little house 


were eighteen • human beings, 
from 


the nursing babi of a few months t'o the 
adult of thirtyrtivff or forty years, scarce- 
ly half clothed, barefoot, and at the. very 
door oE starvation. Three of the inmates 
were sick, one man, a boy, and a • little 
babo. In this house were but two beds, 
and these, were occupied by the sick ones 
The other fifteen wero compelled to slee 
as best they could, on the floor. The floo 
was covered with snow, ice and mud 
How human beings could long exist 
such quarters is hard to tell.. The 
air in the over-crowded house compelled 
all ot tua visiting party to ' speedil; 
withdraw .for the purpose of inhalin 
fresh air. and one, was so struck with th 
awfal picture tuat he refused to re-ente' 
On venturing inside again, wo learue 
that there were three families, all.Kossia- 
Jews, who 
arrived 
in 
this 
cit; 


last summer. 
The first family cou 


siatod of a man- and two children, the 
mother having died at'sea enroute to Nei 
York. The two children seemed to' b 
about 7 and 8 years old. The next famil 
consisted ot the father, mother, and si 
children.

not over seven or eight months old, aii 
tho oldest not over ten. The third con 
aistcd of tho father, mother and five chil 
dreu, the children being about the sam 
ago as the second family. With one ex 
ception .they cannot speak the Buglisl 
language, one of tho men can now am 
then speak a word. Their language ii 
such that but few it any ot our foreigi 
citizen can understand and interpret ii 
As is well known, these refugees arrivei

• . . .Scale. 


" Eyery farmer who keeps two or three 
hundred, dollars' worth o£ live stock 
should have a stock scale. By bringing 
this into frequent' use, the queatioa is 
very .quickly settled, as \yinter progresses, 
Whether he is loosing or making money 
on his live etock. A pound shrunk is a 
pound lost, because, whether the animal 
is .under 'pro'cess of fattening for market, 
'or is a ' young thing' growing up to a 
marketable age, every pound o£ growth 
or. f«t made during summer has been 
mado through use of food — grass or other- 
wise— on' which there was a money value. 
'To" replace a pound lost, will cost as 
much as itcost at first to put iton;more, 
if it. is regained during winter or early 
spring. So there is here an entirely un- 
'necessary 
double 
expenditure. 
The 


'scales, properly used, would be a re- 
minder needed upon every farm, as to 
what was taking place under the hide, 
•whether, consumption of valuable ma- 
terial in the natural process of battling 
with a low temperature, or profitable gain 
through 'care and protection. 


• 
A badly stacked, rick causes loss, 


through damage to the hay. 
A loss o£ 


this Kind is apparent when the rick is 
put to use, arid the ricks of the following 
season are made 'with more caro; but 
shrinkage in the weight of farm animals 
is not so apparent to tlie eye, going on 
'gradually,. as it does all winter, ana er- 
roneously thought to ' be a. necessary at- 
tendant upon the winter season. At best, 
the transition from succulent grass to 
"dry feed involves danger of slight indi- 
gestion and shrinkage. As stock starts 
in during December, so it ia very likely 
to go through winter, either holding ita 
own through being screened from in- 
clemency, or stopped ia growth and los- 
ing in weight through exposure. 


It ia an aimless ambition, that which 


merely aspires to have tho farm stocked. 
Farm animals should be • kept for tho 
profit they can bo made to yield, and if 
.there is no regular svstem for securing 
increase in weight without regard to 
season or temperature, they are not like- 
ly- to come out with an average satisfac- 
tory gain at the end of any given, period. 
Profit comes from growth the year round, 
and not through growth only when the 
sun is high in the meridian, and the grass 
is green. The unthrifty would bo fortunate 
if .the steer or the calf were like the apple- 
tree, -costing no soil elements to whiter it, 
because dormant. But' as 'the farm beast 
cannot come down to meet the conven- 
ience of the unthrifty owner, he had bet- 
ter g6 -Up a.littlo arid meet tho -universal' 
heeds.

' It is also an aimless ambition that 
draws a man into devoting the EUDamer 
to growing food with which to merely 
"carry his stock through winter," as the 
phrase goes, to be able to say what many 
moa are proud of saying, aamoly, that 
they ''have carried through a heavy 
stock." The stacks and the contents of the 
barn may have disappeared, involving a 
large amount of labor in tho handling. 
Thero may be' no apparent losses among 
the stock, and yet, if the scales had been 
brought into requisition, tho test would 
have shown no gain after winter feeding 
commenced; 'and in the majority of cases 
shrinkage would have been detected. To 
be able to show merely a balance sheet 
with no losses, ' so - far. as numbers are 
concerned, as spring opens, is a very un- 
satisfying exhibit.' The .scales' should 
show what food' hns disappeared, and 
what flesh remains to represent its value. 
If the winter is not gone into with tho 
required conveniences, and a fixed pur- 
pose to show profitable feeding through. 
the winter, demonstrable when spring 
opens by actual gain in weight, then it ia 
better to sell both feed and stock in the 
•fall. — National Live Stock Journal. -
